March 22, — It ha* been the wish 
of the brethren here that I write 
a brief account of our church. 
In the paat three yeara we have 
had from one to five sermons 
each, preached here at different 
timea by brethren Holainger, 
Bashor, Bauman and Guegey. 
Nearly one year ago Bro. Gnagey 
preached five eermona for ot, at 
which time the brethren were 
called together, and with John 
K. Liohty, aa a regularly ordain- 
ed minieter, and Ananias P. 
Miller aa a deacon in good stand- 
ing among our number, we con- 
sidered ourselves an organization. 
There were, I think 17 members 
at that time.

Falls City Items. 

The Christians, Methodist* and 
Presbyterians have held revival 
meetings in town tbis winter 
with good success. Sin and 
wickedness have been denounced 
in unmeasured terms, and the 
beauties of holy living, in ac- 
cordance with the teachings of 
the gospel of Christ, have been 
set forth in glowing colore by 
the minister* and worker* in the 
several churches. The Presby 
terians report 20 conversions, 
the Christians over fitly, and 
the Methodists as many if not 
more ; and yet, with all these 
influences in a town of 1500 
people a man was shot dead on 
the street last week. Both the 
slayer and the stayed were 
gamblers and were quarreling 
over a game. Both were in- 
toxicated when the bloody affray 
took place. The licensed sa- 
loons of Falls City are the or 
dinancss of eaten to bring both 
sonl and body to destruction. 
The curse of the saloon will 
ch aractiie this generation, aa 
diatinctivety aa did the worst sins 
of antiquity characterize the na- 
tions afflicted by them. 

The Brethren church here 
seems to enjoy con tinned pros- 
perity. Divine services are well 
attended and good interest is 
manifested in the word preached. 
When the congregation gets to 
the church before the preacher 
and the aezton it indicates more 
spiritual life than when the 
preacher must go to the church 
and wait for the congregation.
